NEW YORK SEEKS 
670,000,000 TAX 
ON RYAN ESTATE 


Will Try to Prove Capitalist 
Who Lived 57 Years in 
State Was Legal Resi- 
dent.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Officials 
of the New York State Department 
of Taxation and Finance an- 
nounced yesterday that they would 
proceed at once with a search to 
try to prove that the late Thomas 
Fortune Ryan was . legal resident 
of this State and that his estate 
was subject to an inheritance tax 


Py 


of approximately $20,000,000. 
Ryan had lived for i7 years in 
New York, where he amassed his 


wealth. He had an estate also in 


Virginia, where he was born. Two 
years ago he announced that he 
would make Washington his legal 
residence. 

Tax officials of Virginia have 
not considered Rya a resident of 
that State for 14 years. There is 
no inheritance tax in the District 
of Columbia. 

“Weare gyving to make every ef- 


fort to prove that his home and 
interests were here and that he 
was a gcnuine resident of New 


York, whatever may be claimed by 
the other side,’’ Maurice A. Ste- 
phenson, Deputy Commissioner of 
Taxation, said. “It may be a long 


and diffieult fight, but we are 
hopeful that we can prove our 
case.”’ 


The procedure in New York will 
be to assume that Ryan was a res- 
ident of the State, and his executors 
will be called upon to furnish full 
information about his estate. If 
they raise the contention that he 
Was a resident of anather state they 
will be asked to furnish their evi- 
dence.

Naval Commander in World 
War Succumbs While 
Traveling From Dresden 
to Mannheim.

BERLIN, Nov. 26. - Admiral 
Reinhard Scheer, who directed the 
German fleet at the battle of Jut- 
land, on May 31, 1916, against a 
superior English fleet, died Today 
at the age of 65. His death oc- 
curred as he was traveling from 
' Dresden to Mannheim. 

Promoted to the chief command 
of the imperial German fieet in 
February, 1916, Admiral Scheer 
conducted the historic battle so 
creditably that, in July, 1916, he 
succeeded Admiral von Holtzen- 
'dorff as chief of the admiraits 
fleet. 

Scheer was born on Septembe:

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PROGRESS IN FLYING SAFETY. | 

A significant conclusion is to be drawn from | 
the fact that while acrobatic flying and other dan- 
gerous forms of airmanship have increased vastly in| 
intricacy within the past several years, yet the fatal- | 
ity rate among flyers of the Army and Navy air. 
services has markedly decreased. | 

In 1921, for instance, the Army had a fatality for | 
every 35,000 hours of flying. During this year, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the Air Corps, there | 
has been only one fatality to every 962,000 hours. 
The improvement is registered in the face of the 
advent of upside-down flying with which the Army 
is now experimenting. 

The conclusion, of course, is that the improvement 
in design and construction of airplanes has made 
them vastly safer, so much so that a radical improve- 
ment is possible, even under adverse safety condi- 
tions. In the commercial field the increase in safety 
is even more marked because the commerrial flyer 
generally does not attempt the acrobatics with which 
every service flyer must be thoroughly familiar.

Born in Lynn, Mass., March 1, 
1859, Lummis spent his boyhood 
in the East. He was graduated 
from Harvard in 1881. Three years 
later he started for Southern Cali- 
fornia.
